Continental Powers Averse to 
Humiliation of Spain by tie 
United States. 



British Government Studiously 
Minding Its Own Business 
Though Appealed To. 



War Will Ruin Spain, Embarrass 
the States and Endanger 
World's Peace. 



London, April 10— The members of the 
diplomatic corps In this city have now 
abandoned all hope of effectual media- 
tion upon the part of the powers be- 
tween the United States and Spain. 
The Spanish and Austrian ambassadors, 
however, cling tenaciously to the de- 
lusion that they will be able to arrange 
at the lust moment n compromise which 
will avert war. They have haunted tilt* 
British foreign otfice for a week past, 
calling daily and occasionally more 
ofteu. They arrived there early this 
morning and for ,n long time conferred 
with Sir Thomas II. Sanderson, the per- 
manent under secretary for the foreign 
office, who appears to be wearied of their, 
importunities. Their efforts) were seem- 
ingly rewarded with little encourage- 
ment. So far as can be learned, the 
ambassadors of Spain and Austria made 
no definite proposition, although they 
believed a Bcheme is still possible by 
which Spain can be induced to offer reill 
concessions, which they think the Unit- 
ed States would accept, provided Great 
Britain can be persuaded to unite with 
the Continental powers in making fur- 
ther representations to the United 
States, nud in endeavoring to bring pres- 
sure to bear upon Spain. They realize 
that without Great Britain's co-opera- 
tion nothing can be accomplished anil it 
appears to be most doubtful that Great 
Britain will participate in such a eon- 
cert. On the other hand, it is certain 
Great Britain will act upon the policy 
which she has steadily adhered to, that 
of refusing to take any step which may 
be distasteful to the United States. 

Mr. A. .1. Balfour, the acting seereta ry 
for foreign affairs, remained in the coun- 
try throughout the week, thus escaping 
the foregn olllco interviews, Sir Thomas 
Sanderson bearing the brunt of the 
pleadings. It is understood he informs 
the ambassadors that be is not authoriz- 
ed to pledge Great Britain to any course, 
and that lie can merely transmit tile re- 
quests to Mr. Balfour. 

The opinion of the great majority of 
Englishmen, who prefer to look upon the 
question from a humanitarian or strictly 
from an American point of view, is that 
the United States is indisputably right, 
and that she is only pursuing a course 
identical with Great Britain's historical 
policy in putting on end to the appalling 
inisgnvernmont of Spain, and they point 
out that England in u .similar position 
would have been equally inflamed by 
humanitarian emotions ns America is at 
present. This feeling was exemplified 
at the Liberal banquet at Plymouth yes- 
terday when William Alexander Me- 
Arthur, M.l\, a former lord of the treas- 
ury and one of the "whips" of the Lib- 
eral party, was heartily cheered for 
saying: "1 do not think England has any 
right to throw stones at congress. Eng- 
lishmen should only applaud the noble 
indignation of America at the horrors 
daily presented during the last two 
years." 

A prominent statesman who was ask- 
ed to sum the hopes and fears experienc- 
ed by himself and his colleagues, replied: 
"We have hoped throughout the crisis 
that hostilities would be averted. We 
believe war will ruin Spain, seriously 
burden the United States, cause more 
losses to Americans than they expect, 
and that complications may arise consti- 
tuting a new and lasting danger to the 
peace of the world. We can only hope 
that the conflict will be short and decls-

ive and that it will not be followed in 
Spain by a Cnrlist or an anarchist revo- 
lution. Once war is begun, there can 
be uo doubt as to which side England's 
sympathies will be on. Spain is incom- 
petent and decadent while the United 
States is intervening in the cause of 
humanity and it. is setting a salutary 
example to Europe." 

Outside of Great Britain the feeling 
towards the United States is distinctly 
hostile. The comments of the newspa- 
pers abroad closely resemble the homi- 
lies which were formerly addressed to 
Great Britain, showing that the Oonti- 
netal nations regard Americans as be- 
ing as "perverse and grasping" as their 
British relatives. The Inspired govern- 
ment organs of the Continent express in- 
dignation at the way the United States 
has ignored the "concert, of powers" und 
speak of the "swaggering American self 
conc'f.'it" which treats the powers as 
"qmuitito aegligablc." 

The fact seems to be that the Conti- 
nental observers foresee the Inevitable 
expansion of Anglo-Saxouism. Two 
authorities have voiced this fear recently. 
The Austrian professor Blutncntritt 
notes the European presentiment that 
victory by America would "tend toward 
imposing ber laws upon Europe." An- 
other authority, Seuor (iuidn Bacelli, 
scientist and statesman, says: "Kor 
yetiliH, far seeing persons have realized 
that Europe sooner or later would be 
dominated by the United States, where 
the enlarging and absorbing Anglo- 
Saxon energy must grow, and ultimately 
overrule that of European civilization, 
Which does not renew. The war with 
Spain is only a beginning; afterwards 
it will be merely a question of the sur- 
vival of the fittest." 

There has been a sudden recrudescence 
of optimism in banking circles, notably 
among the banks closely allied with the 
United States. They are apparently 
satisfied that, the Cuban crisis will be 
ended without a resort to arms. On 
the other hand, by the statesmen and 
other well informed observers there does 
not seem to be any disposition to expect 
anything hut war, although so long as 
the first shot is not fired they will not 
give up the hope that the conciliatory, 
suggestion will obtain a bearing, in spite 
of the non-possimus attitude of Spain. 
At the present moment the hopes of 
optimists ar<- apparently bused on the 
belief that congress will give President 
McKinley considerable discretion, and 
that the powers may yet succeed in in- 
ducing Spain to yield acquiescence to the 
American demand, although it is realiz- 
ed that the early summons of eortes mny 
add to the gravity of the situation, and it 
is feared that the Spanish deputies mny 
be tempted in the same terms to the 
strongly worded indictments of congress. 
The believers in pence, however, are dis- 
tinctly in the minority. Four-fifth of 
the people expect war and think it will 
be an improvement on the present state 
of uncertainty. A conflict is expected 
to be reached through Spain resenting 
the action of America and by congress 
declaring that a state of war exists, us 
in the case of Mexico. 

U. S. CONSULATE ATTACKED. 
Malaga, Spain, April 10. — There was 
a serious disturbance here to-day. result- 
ing in tiu attack upon the United States 
consulate. The demonstration began 
with the parading of small crowds 
through the streets shouting patriotic 
cries, but a mob eventually gathered and 
attached the consulate. Stones were 
thrown und one of the mob lenders pro- 
cured a ladder, tore down the shield, 
having upon it. the arms of the United 
Stall's, and drugged it along the streets. 
The prefect was summoned and be ad- 
dressed the people, begging them to dis- 
perse, which to some degree restored 
oiiler. Afterwards the streets were pa- 
trolled by gendarmes and us the dispatch 
was seat tin- excitement continued. 
COAL AS CONTRABAND. 
Washington. April 10.— Senators of all 
shades of opinion on the Cuban question 
regard as very important the announce- 
ment that Great Britain has decided to 
treat coal as contraband of war in West. 
India possessions in the case of war be- 
tween the United 'States und Spain. 
While the decision is apparently impar- 
tial, the senators say that the effect ne- 
essurily will b- entirely in the interest 
f the United States, because of the fact 
hat this country is near where the seat 
of war will be. Spain has been limk- 
all the purchases she could but. the 
stock is necessarily slender. Senators 
generally iilillK. that one of the first at 
tucks made by the United States forces 
in case of war will be upon Porto Rico, 
rhey expect that port will be captured 
early in the war, and think that this 
capture will have the effect of soon ter- 
minating hostilities. Willi England 
treating coal as contraband, even th 
most conservative senators think it will 
be impossible for Spain long to maintain 
outlict in waters so far removed from 
her base of supplies.

Toronto Mnil Takes Back Hard Names 
Called Seven Years 
Ago. 

Ton, uto, April 10.— The Mail refers to 
an editorial in tliat paper of seven years 
ago, which called Sir Charles Tupper 
the "prince of political cracksin ;n.'' 
The Mail gays it now believes the writer 
of that editorial, whoever he may have 
been, was gross'y misled by biased and 
malevolent assertions with respect to 
Sir CbaiT;s, which came from his dis- 
appointed and angry opponents. 



Washington, April 16— The seaafco has 
adopted the Turpie amendment provid- 
ing for the recognition of the Cuban re- 
public, by a. vote of 51 to 157. 

After the voting down of a resolution 
offered by Senator Morgan to the effect 
that a state of war existed between 
the United States and Spain. Senator 
Davis moved that the resolutions re- 
ported by the senate foreign affairs com- 
mittee along with the Turpie amend- 
ment be adopted. This was carried by 
a vote of <>7 to 21, and at 0:15 the sen- 
ate adjourned. 

Washington, April 10.— The Cuban re- 
solution passed by the senate to-night 
is made up of the house heading, num- 
ber and enactment clause; Uie 
senate preamble, and resolution, the Cur- 
nlc amendment and a fourth paragraph 
proposed by Senator Teller. It is as 
follows: 

"Joint resolution for the recognition 
of the independence of the people and 
republic of Cuba, demanding that the 
government of Spain relinquish its au- 
thority and government of the island of 
(Julia," and withdrawn its land and naval 
forces from Cuba and Cuban waters, and 
directing the . President of the United 
States to use the land and naval forces 
of the United States to carry these reso- 
lutions into effect: . 

"Whereas, the abhoreat conditions 
which have existed for more than threi 
years on the island of Cuba, so ne.ll 
our own borders, have allocked the nior 
nl sense of the United States and liavt 
been a disgrace to Christian civilization 
culminating as they have in the destruc- 
tion of a United States battleship— <r 
which 200 of her officers and crew, whih 
on a friendly visit in the harbor of Ha 
vniiii, were killed— and cannot longer be 
endured, us has been set forth by the 
President of the United States in his 
message to congress of April 11, 18J8, 
upon which the action of congress was 
invited. 

"Therefore— Be it resolved by the sen- 
ate and house of representatives of th 
United States in congress assembled; 

"First— That the people of the island 
of Cuba are and by right ought to be 
free and independent and that the gov- 
ernment of the United Slates hereby 
recognize the Republic of Cuba as the 
true and lawful government of that is 
laud. 

•'.Second— That it is the duty of the 
United States to demand, and the gov- 
ernment of the United States does here- 
by demand that the government of Spain 
n't once relinquish her authority and gov- 
ernment in the island of Cuba and with- 
draw its land and naval forces from 
Cuba and Cuban waters. 

•'Third -That the President of the 
United States be and is hereby directed 
and empowered to use; the entire land 
and naval forces of the United States 
and call into actual service of the Unit- 
ed States the militia of the several 
states to such extent as may be of bene- 
lit to carry these resolutions into effect. 

"Fourth— That the United States here- 
by disclaim any disposition or intention 
to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or 
control of the said island, except for the 
pacification thereof, and asserts its de- 
termination when that is. accomplished 
to leave '.he government anil control of 
the island to its people."' 

It was not until the first vote, that on 
the amendment of Mr. Tupie, of Indiana, 
providing for the recognition of the 
island republic, that the senate was 
brought ''ace to face with the tremend- 
ous importance of its action.

TUB TRUCK ACT. 

To the Editor— I wish to draw attention 
to "The Truck Act" now In-fore the provin- 
cial legislature, as I believe If the 1)111 he 
comes law In anything like Its present 
form it will place a material obstacle In the 
way of legitimate enterprise. Under the 
bill ns at present drawn an empljyer can 
Hot make any arrangement with a work 
liiiin as to board or lodging; this would up- 
set a great many businesses in which at 
present the workmen are paid a lixed sum 
per month, and hoard. 

If n man wants to run n logging camp or 
open up a mine In an out of the way dis- 
trict where there are no boarding houses, 
lie cannot put up one, ns it would be illegal 
for liiin to charge the men for boarding 
llieni or in fact to mention the subject lit 
nil, he cannot even rent them a Ionise. 

Tlie men certainly would not put up n 
boarding house, and the enterprise would 
run ii very serious chance of Ii'dng blocked. 

Another provision of the act Is for the 
payment of nil wages In cash; J am ipilte 
in accord with the act In as far as it docs 
away with time cheques or any devise 
whereby a discount Is charged; but I do 
not think this should apply lo an ordinary 
cheque on a chartered hank. 

In out of the way districts n bank cheque 
Is a most convenient form of payment 
both for employer mid employed, as it 
saves the risk attendant on the transport 
of coin. A mini does not want, nor has he 
the facilities for spending bis money in n 
remote district, and if he is In a (own he 
can get the check cashed in a few minutes. 
If tiie employer becomes insolvent before 
the check Is pnlil the workman is protected 
as against other creditors to the extent i f 
three months' wages; and in some of the 
mining districts the workmen feel so secure 
that they hold their checks often several 
months.

a bill that will raise between $100,000,- 
000 or $120,000,000 additional revenue 
per annum. 

The bill provides for an additional tax 
of ?1 per barrel on beer, from which 
$30,000,000 will be raised. On manu- 
factured tobacco and snuff the internal 
revenue tax will be increased from six 
to twelve cents. This is expected to 
raise 815,000,000 revenue. The in- 
crease on cigars itnd cigarettes has not 
been absolutely lixed, but it probably 
will be one dollar on all classes. From 
this ,1!5,000,000 is expected. 

The proposition which the Senate 
placed in the tariff bill, but winch was 
defeated, to tax all stocks and transfers 
of corporations, is embodied in the meas- 
ure together with practically all the 
schemes of internal revenue taxation of 
the act of 1800, which includes a stamp 
tax on all checks and drafts and nil in- 
struments of business (mortgages, loans 
and bonds). A tax on patent medicines 
:i tax on telegrams mid express 
ges are also incorporated In the 
This scheme of taxation is esti 
mated to raise $35,000,000, 

The tax on proprietary and patent 
medicines will be two cents on bottles 
retailing at 15 cents and under, and t 
cents on those retailing above that price. 
The tax on telegraph messages will be 
one cent on all messages which cost 25 
cents or less and two cents on all above 
25 cents. A duty of 10 cents per 
pound is placed on ten and three cents 
on coffee, with a countervailing internal 
revenue tax on stocks on band. This 
latter will be in the form of n tax on tl 
sale of slock on hand to avoid the col 
stitutionui inhibit against a direct ta: 
Prom tea and coffee $28,000,000 is 
estimated. Bonded waters are to bear 
a similar tax to patent medicines. 

>'or the present needs of the govern- 
ment the secretary of the treasury is 
given the power to issue certificates of 
indebtedness payable In one year and to 
bear not to exceed three per cent, in- 
terest. The secretary is also authorized 
to borrow on the credit of the govern- 
ment by popular subscription a loan of 
$500,000,000. This sum is to he placed 
through the post offices of the country, 
the sub-treasury and depositors in low 
rate bonds which are to be sold at par. 
These are to pay three per cent, interest 
and to be redeemable in five yours nt 
the option of the government and to be 
due in L!0 years. The principal and in- 
terest are to be payable in coin. 

The measure will be presented !,, the 
full committee oil Monday, and it will be 
brought into the house us soon as the 
war resolutions are signed by the Presi 
dent.

LOW RATIOS TO ALASKA. 

Passenger rates to Alaska have drop- 
ped. The fare to Dyea and Skagway 
is now $25 and a further cut of $10 is 
anticipated. A combination has been in 
force? here among steamboat agents for 
some time but Us the rush subsided 
somewhat and the steamers callable of 
accommodating a large number of pas- 
sengers became more numerous, the 
strain became too great for some of the 
agents who surreptitiously cut rates. 
When this was found out it was a sig- 
nal for a general scramble for passen- 
gers at any rate that could be secured, 
ami now the steamboats are all at it 
hammering prices down in ruinous com- 
petition. The cutting of rates is consid- 
ered regrettable by every one but the 
prospective passengers, as the northern 
trade will be in a state of chaos with 
possibilities ahead of a ruinous rate 
war. 

It is reported that freight rates will be 
cut proportionately but at this writing 
no definite information could be ob- 
tained. The cut rates were in force for 
one week before the out was known by 
all those interested. Then the British 
Columbia and Alaska Steamship com- 
pany announced that as the pledges of 
those interested in sustaining fair rates 
hail been broken they 'would openly sell 
tickets for Dyea and Skagway at their 
own rates. 

CASSIAR QUARTZ SOLD. 

In Dr. Dawson's report on Cassiir 
the distinguished scientist states his be- 
lief tVit the large amount of gold found 
in 'the numerous creeks of the district 
is from a mother lode of vast dimensions 
somewhere in the mountains. Recently 
claims were located in the hinh ground 
of Cassiar, and several leads with min- 
eral in places are said to be over 10 ) 
feet wide, while in .the creeks immediate- 
ly below much valuable drift ore, with 
free gold, has been found. The claims 
fell into the hands of three very prom: 
nent \ ancouver gentlemen, one of whom 
was Mr. I. A. Yerex. These gentlemen 
believe that they have the mother lode 
of all Cassiar. Thus tar they have re- 
fused nil information regarding the prop- 
erty, but to-day it is stated that they 
have sold their claims for $60,000 cash 
to an English capitalist. The mining 
expert who examined the claims for the 
purchaser states that in his opinion they 
weie the source of the rich placer de- 
posits in the creeks of Cassiar. but 
though the leads are of vast dimensions 
not a pick has been driven into them, 
and the price therefore is regarded as a 
reasonable one. considering the enormous 
amount, of money it will take to work 
the claims.

A led horse should always lie passed 
on the same side as the man leading it. 

Pedestrians should not he needlessly 
shouted at; but should he cautiously 
warned some distance away and given 
a wide berth, when possible pass- 
ing behind them. 

Cyclists should on no account pass a 
vehicle on the wrong side (this is a dan- 
gerous practice) as it will cause most 
horses to shy, and besides, if an accident 
takes place, the person passing on the 
wrong side will have to stand the blame 
and costs. 

Drivers of vehicles should bear in 
mind that cyclists are entitled to the 
same as themselves, to half the road, and 
should at all times keep on their proper 
side, and not give any cyclist a chance 
to pass on the wroifg side. This can be 
insisted upon either by dismounting or 
by laying 11 complaint before the proper 
authorities. 

Bicyclists should at all times insist 
upon having plenty of room and not at 
upon having plenty of room and not as 
at present, when they are forced in most 
cases to run their -wheels close to the 
sidewalk. 

Pedestrians should at all times walk 
right ahead, and not stop, nor walk 
backwards, as is very often the case. 
They should remember that a bicycle 
must at all times give way to them. 
The same rules apply to wheels as to 
vehicles. ' "' 

Cyclists should never keep close to a 
vehicle when following it, but should j 
keep at least twenty feet away from it. 1 
When meeting a vehicle, keep to the j 
left, and to the right when over taking 
one. giving each as wide a berth ns pos- 
sible.

VOR WHEELMEN. 

Useful , Peinters on the Rules of the 
Road. 

Rules of the roail arc observed rather 
in the breach than otherwise these days, 
particularly by cyclists, some of whom 
have a dignified disregard for all lav.-. 
Therefore the following pointers are of- 
fered by an authority on the subject: 

To the Sporting Editor:— In view of 
numerous complaints of non-observance 
of the rules of the road, I venture to aide 
you to find room for the following, which 
may be of interest to riders and pedes- 
tria ns: 

Oarc should be taken to leave suffici- 
ent room for any vehicle to puss on its 
proper side, viz: if turning a right 
handed corner, always leave room for 
11 carriage to pass between yourself and 
the corner; a left handed corner, keep 
close to it. 

The following is the easiest way to re- 
member which is the propel side on 
which to pass a vehicle, viz: the right 
band side or the side the driver sits on. 

Cyclists should on no account pass be- 
tween two vehicles, or riders when over- 
taking or meeting them, and upon hear- 
ing a signal from any one wishing to 
pass, should keep to the left.

We find in the Spokesman-Review an 
account of a large Montreal party that 
has started with a pack train from that 
city to the Yukon. The parly, after 
paying duty on their horses and supplies 
and travelling a few hundred miles, will 
reach Ashcroft, where they will find 
that they could have bought their horses 
and supplies more cheaply, escaped the 
duty and saved a long journey. The. 
leader says he expects to reach Ashcroft 
in Iwo -weeks. Time must be of lilll 
value to him and his friends, if they 
can afford lo waste thai two weeks mi 
their long northern journey. The Spo- 
kane paper says that oilier parties are 
preparing to go north and that merchants 
dealing in Klondike supplies report trade 
as very brisk. The supply of pack sad- 
dles and apparhoes has been exhausted 
and fresh supplies have been ordered by 
wire. 

We have not a word to say aguinsl 
Ihe enterprising Spokane merchants who 
■e Bccured this trade, but nevertheless 
feel it right to characterize the conduct 
Ihe people who are making that, city 
their starting point us concentrated stu- 
pidity. We nre md so much surprised 
that persons from United Stales points 
should be misled into going to Spokane 
for n starting point, because il is the 
laat United Slates city on the way North 
b.v an all-land route; but (but a Mon- 
treal party should leave Canada, go out 
of their way lo a United Slates city and 
spend Iwo weeks additional time in trav- 
elling with their pack train besides, 
payiug duty on every pound of their outfit

time and a country, in which refined ill 
stinets had made great progress and 
tiie principles of Christianity were 
least formally recognised. 

Across this dreadful scene passes the 
figure of Marie Anne Charlotte Cm-day 
d'Arinans, better known as Charlotti 
Corday, This young girl, for she win 
only twenty-five when the guillotine end 
ed her life, was very far from being the 
desperate creature that used to be di 
pictcd in the histories. She was not . 
fiend, like the petroleuses of the Com- 
mune. She was a woman nobly born, 
delicately reared and highly educated, 
beautiful in feature, gracedul in form. 
Nor was she an enemy to the principle 
ot freedom which, though terribly per 
verted, were Ihe inspiration of the rev 
olut ionury movement. On the contrary, 
she was a believer in the teachings of 
Voltaire and firmly devoted to the cause 
of popular liberty. She saw in the revo- 
tiou a step that would place humanity 
upon a higher plane. That she was 
right in principle, we must concede. No 
one disputes that the American revolu- 
tion was a good thing for the Allglo- 
Saxnu race or thai it was an excellent 
thing for the cause of popular govern- 
ment and popular rights even in the 
Mother Country. If France had been 
led alone similar lines lo those followed 
in America, or if popular passion had 
been held in check by such strong com- 
mon sense as controlled England in the 
lime when Cromwell led the revolution- 
ary parly, there would have been no 
Reign of Terror. Charlotte. Corday was 
:i woman of a noble type, a believer in 
freedom, yet an enemy of cruelly and a 
hater of everything vile. She was ns 
true a figure of the better life of the 
France of her day as .lean Hare was of 
the better life of the France of several 
centuries earlier. 

There is perhaps no more touching in- 
cident in the records or nations than 
thai of this high-born and richly endow- 
ed maiden, feeling her heart torn by the 
tales which came from Paris of foul 
deeds of wrong ami wanton bloodshed, 
leaving her country home and journeying 
lo the capital, with no other thought 
than lo do what one woman could to 
end the dreadful story. She must have 
known in advance what her own fate 
would be. To escape Ihe vengeance of t be 
Terrorists she must have known was 
impossible. Yet no fear of the result 
deterred her. By the exercise of a cour- 
age and ingenuity, which equally com 
mnnd our admiration, she found herself 
beside Ihe man whom she believed res- 
ponsible tor the crimes done j n (],,. nnmc 
of her beloved country, and whose death 
she thought would stay the tide of blood. 
She struck her dagger lo his lioaTt"! A 
few days later the guillotine ended her 
career. 

In view of what occurred after Mar- 
at's death, it is probable that the girl 
sacrificed herself in vain, and perhaps 
it cannot be said that she was a woman 
who did much to alier the current of 
events. Yet her act, taken in connec- 
tion with her character, merits n place 
for her among rep.oseutnlive women. 
She represents the belter genius of the 
French revolution, the ideal which the

Trustees Express Themselves on 
the Question - Closing 1 of the 
Schools or Litigation. 



The d (Terences between the city coun- 
cil ami '.he school board over the linnn- 
■olnl regulations of the latter body prom- 
ise to do '(.lop into a condition o£ affairs 
not calculated to be pleasing to the 
ratepayers. The probability of the 
schools having ti> be closed in not very 
strong, but die school trustees assert 
that there will be nothing else to do if 
the council has its way in the dispute. 
Should matters have to stand as they 
are it. seems altogether likely that liti- 
gation is bound to follow. 

Chairman Ilayward of the school board 
when approached by a Colonist reporter 
lor his views on the question made the 
following statement : 

"As I understand it, the primary 
came of the present differences between 
the city council and the school board 
arises from a desire on the part of the 
former to appropriate that part of the 
board's income known as the revenue 
tax to the support of the municipal in- 
stitutions, and thus drive the uehool trus- 
tees to the provincial legislature for au- 
thority to make up the deficiency by an 
additional levy on real estate; but the 
trustees have no intention of allowing 
themselves t« be forced into this posi- 
tion. The present system under succes- 
sive mayors and councils has hitherto 
worked satisfactorily, both as regards 
the economical expenditure of the funds 
anil the ellieienoy of the schools. 

"Then? are three sources from which 
I lie city schools are supported, viz:— 

"1.— A government grant of $10 per 
pupil, estimated this year at. $20,000; 

"2.— City revenue lax, estimated at 
$10,000; 

"11.— Special city real estate tax, esti- 
mated at $25,000. 
"Total, $03,000. 

"This is more than sufficient for the 
ordinary charges for the maintenance 
of the city schools. 

"Unfortunately the origiual under- 
standing with the government and the 
city authorities that the revenue tax 
then. collected by the government should 
lie handed over- to the cities, lo meet the 
increased educational burden then put 
upon tlieiu, does not appear to be on the 
fn of of the statutes as clearly as it 
might; and hence now thai some of the 
circumstances surrounding the transfer 
are forgotten this attempt to wrest the 
proceeds from its original intent is made. 
Of course the school board sympathizes 
with the civic authorities in their en- 
deavor to provide suliieieut spending 
money to make themselves solid with 
their constituents, and only regret that 
their efforts tire wrongly directed. 

"In my opinion there is not the slight- 
est danger of the schools closing when 
the amount set apart by the council has 
been expended. The school board tire 
advised by Mr. .las. S. Yates, who bus 
made a special study of school law, that 
their position is impregnable and that 
the only danger would arise from some 
hasty legislation being lobbied through 
! lie house." 

Dr. Lewis Hall says: "We have ask- 
ed the council for $49,500 to run the 
schools for the current year. According 
to the School net, as 1 understand it, we 
have power to ask for tiny amount of 
money required lo maintain the schools 
in efficiency and as long as our expendi- 
tures tire not of tin extraordinary na- 
ture the council litis no ri^ht to question 
them. The amount we ask is a small 
one by comparison. For instance, the 
Vancouver school board with one hun- 
dred less pupils is asking for an appropri- 
ation of $02,000. The council do not ex- 
actly say thai we ask too much, but that 
we ask more than the law entitles us to. 
They allow us only the per capita tax 
from the government and the two mills 
on the dollar ttix which would make al- 
together S4il,000 or $IJ,r>00 less than we 
required. Now while the act doesn't 
Specifically say so, it is my opinion that 
we are entitled to money for school 
purposes out of the revenue tax as when 
this tax was handed over to the council 
at the time il. look over the maintenance 
of the schools from the government it 
was principally for .school purposes and 
was so used by the council prior to the 
two-mill tas being added. The two- 
mill tax was not added to raise school 
revenue but merely as a special tax and 
we ought to have the right to draw on 
the revenue ttix for till we require out- 
side of what we got through the per 
capita tax, even if the two-mill tax were 
not in existence. 

"The moaning of the act being a mat- 
ter of dispute, litigation seems likely 
to follow and probably will follow as the 
only way of having the matter settled 
definitely. We want amendments which 



will among other things, cive us power to 
collect ourselves what revenue we need 
from Hie city, but we want (his assess- 
ed and collected by the eitv oIUc.ia.ls to 
save doubling tin- cost of the work re- 
quired to do it. The council agree to "itr 
collecting our own revenue, but insist 
that we pay our own assessor and col- 
lector. They also would give up no bor- 
rowing powers, which means that if 
the amendments approved of by them 
were to go into force we would be left, 
without money to run the schools until 
the taxes begun to come in next full. 
We would simply have to close up. 
What will be done by the government 
is hard to say. I do not think it likely 
.'l ilt the amendments submitted by either 
s.i.'o will receive any consideration this 
session and if net we will be left, where 
we itai'ted, viz.. wanting $40,500, while 
the council will only grant us $43,000. 
The result, of this will be that when the 
$43,000 is exhausted we will have lo go 
or drawing warrants on the city and 
then the matter will go into litigation. 
Our demands have been most reasonable 
and we do not seek litigation but we 
must, keep Hie schools running." 

Other members of the board also hold 
decided opinions as to the rights of their 
body, nr>(l these are similar in effect to 
those expressed by Chairman Ilayward 
and Trustee 11:

PROOF OF THE RESURRECTION; 

To the Editor:— The article on the edi- 
torial page of Sunday's Colonist, under 
the heading of "Easier." gives one an 
impression similar to that created by 
the picture of an inverted pyramid. Ihe 
pyramid itself is of majestic proportions 
and irreproachable symmetry; hut, lo! it 
is made to attempt flic inartistic and 
impossible font of resting on an apex. 
I mean simply this: that the doubt which 
in one sentence you cast upon the his- 
trocity of the resurrection «£ Jesus 
Christ, makes "the greatest force that 
ever baa operated in the world for the 
betterment of humanity," depend upon 
an event for which there is only the 
"scantiest kind" of evidence. The sup- 
erstructure is altogether too elaborate 
and too weighty to rent upon so uncer- 
tain ii foundation, withstanding us it 
1ms doubtless stood, forces both from 
without, and from within, that have 
sought its overthrow. So doubtful a 
cause is quite inadequate to so st upend- 
out an effect. 

Christianity Is in no sense a cunningly 
devised fable; and the resurrection of 
its divine Pounder is not an event of 
doubtful certainty. 

Will you permit, me. sir, in thus taking 
issue with you, to place besidn. your | 
statement that, "the evidence support- 
ing it (the resurrection of Christ), is of, 
the scantiest kind." a sentence from an- 
other writer on the same thing'.' •'Noth- 
ing is more historically certain than that. 
Jesus rose from the dead and appeared 
again to his followers, or than that their 
seeing Him thus was the beginning of 
n higher faith and of all their Christian 
work in the world." This, sir, is the 
Ewald, one of the most indefatigable 
Ewald, one of the mosl. indefatigtable 
students, the greatest scholars, anil the 
keenest critics, if indeed he has a peer, 
of this century. 

Even to mention all the different lines 
of evidence that have led Ewald and 
others to regard the resurrection of 
Jesus as beyond the realm of question 
would so lengthen this letter as to 
justify its exclusion from your columns. 
A few, however, may be given: 

1. It was an event capable of easy 
verificatioi within the first century of 
our era. Throughout that period and 
among those who had every oportunity 
and cvc'-v inclination to expose the 
fraud, if it. were an invention, the ap- 
ostles made the resurrection the chief 
subject of their preaching. 

2. After the crucifixion and burial 
Christ was seen alive in different places, 
under different conditions, by many dif- 
ferent persons competent to bear tesli- 
mony, and in every way worthy of con- 
fidence. 

:!. The testimony of those who, though 
they had not seen the risen Lord, yet 
stood near enough to the event in time 
t > sift the evidence nt first hand, is 
abundant and weighty. The Homnn and 
the Greek both had plenty of shrewd- 
i ess, and none were iess likely than 
they to accept on slight grounds a re- 
ligion involving such obligations as the 
Christian. Yet. in Pome among those 
who in the generations in which the 
event took place, or it is said to have 
taken place, there were several who 
incepted it as true, even in the imperii 
household; while among the philosophers 
of Athens convinced by the evidence 
submitted was Dionysius, the Areopagite. 

4. Another piece of evidence is that 
afforded by the existence of the Chris- 
tin n cliur"!)— "that, greatest force in the 
world." The church has been and is. 
How are we to account, for it? There 
is no rational explanation of the exist- 
ence of the church to-day oilier than 
the truth of Christ's resurrection. (Ii!i- 
bon's five so-called "causes" tire lament- 
ably insufficient, and everyone of them 
points to a cause beyond itself. The 
church is n standing and palpable proof 
of the resurrection of Jesus Christ. 

Other testimony might be added, but 
enough has been cited to show that 
Christians do not accept the grn<est doc- 
trines and most important events of 
their historical religion on evidence of 
"the scantiest kind," and to justfy the 
utterance of a distinguished American 
scholar, whose words, similar to those 
of the German above quoted, will fur 
nish what too long has been delayed, a 
fitting ending to my letter. "It may be 
safely asserted that the resurrect ioii of 
Christ is at once the most: important, and 
the best authenticated fact in the his- 
tory of the world."
